Border Police Force having eight years regular service in the grade 
and have successfully qualified the following courses subject to 
passing the departmental test and having in medical category 
SHAPE-I

(ii) Radio Operator Grade-H 

(iii) Radio Operator Grade-I “

Those who could not qualify the 
Radio Technician Grade-Ill course, in three attempts, shall be 
liable to be removed from service or with option to change into 
General Duty Cadre as Constable subject to availability of 
vacancies.

Ex-servicemen or Ex-Police personnel who are matriculate or have 
acquired equivalent qualification and have acquired Radio 
Technician Grade-IH or equivalent proficiency subject to passing 
the selection test in the grade organised by the Indo-Tibetan 
Border Police Force.” 

(c) in column (10), the following entries shall be substituted, natnely;- 

“Two years after qualifying prescribed Grade-Ill technical 
training”.
